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VBT DDA votes to 
give up to $3,000 


to arts council

The Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority voted to allocate 
up to $3,000 to the Belleville Area Council 
for the Arts, matching whatever the 
Belleville DDA grants BACA, for Music 
Lakeside this summer. 

At its regular DDA meeting on March 
28, VBT Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
asked the item “Sponsorship of Belleville 
Area Council for the Arts” to be put on the 
agenda and then he explained. 

He said the township wants to be part 
of the community and “be closer to those 
around us” and develop ties to the local 
communities. He said BACA is a good 
group to start with. 

DDA Executive Director Merrie Coburn 
said she talked with Steve Jones, who 
not only is project manager for the city, 
manager for the city’s DDA, but active in 
the chamber of commerce and BACA. She 
said they all are in 48111. 

Coburn said she was just elected as a 
director to the chamber of commerce and 
and Jones wants her to meet the rest of the 
board members. 

The Music Lakeside concerts are very 
popular and they run out of parking, 
Coburn said. She said people could park 
in Van Buren Township and be taken by 
shuttle bus to the concerts and then brought 
back to their vehicles in the township and 
“be in our community.” 

Supervisor McNamara said by putting 
money into the Belleville concerts, it would 
be advertising for the township. He said 
last year the Belleville DDA gave BACA 
$2,000 and the township will give $3,000 
as advertising. He said the township has no 
concerts this year. 

Coburn said the township does have 
three concerts planned this year and she

Belleville DDA approves $32,267.84- 
plus to buy benches, tables, cans

Steve Jones, project manager for the 
city of Belleville, told the Downtown 
Development Authority that he did a 
walking survey of the city and came up 
with a preliminary list of needs along the 
streets and in the parks. 
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At the regular DDA meeting on March 
15, Jones presented a list of items that 
he determined were needed along the 
streets and in the parks that added up to 
$34,939.84 plus shipping. 

He said he found that the Wayne County 
Parks millage grant of $2,672 could be 
used for some of the items with the city 
paying $87 plus $400 for shipping, so that 
amount of the parks grant could be taken 
out of the total. 

The DDA unanimously approved the 
remaining $32,267.84, plus shipping and

Sumpter ups board 
member salaries by 
5% on 5-2 vote

Members of the Sumpter Township 
Board of Trustees received a 5% raise in 
pay as of April 3 after a 5-2 vote at their 
regular meeting March 28. 

Voting no were Trustees Peggy Morgan 
and Don LaPorte. 

Earlier in the meeting, resident Mary Ban 
asked about how much the pay raise would 
add to the elected officials’ pay and Trustee 
Matt Oddy explained. 

He said the trustees currently made 
$22,001 and that would go up to $23,001. 
The treasurer and clerk make $30,000 
and that would go up to $31,500 and the 
supervisor makes $38,000 and that goes up 
to $39,900, he said. 

An early agenda for the March 14 
meeting had an item put on by Supervisor 
Tim Bowman calling for $7,000 raises for 
all the board members and also included 
raises for deputies, but that agenda was 
revised before the meeting and the raises 
were no longer on the agenda. Supervisor 
Bowman did not attend the March 14 
meeting. 

The approval of the 2023-24 budget 
was pulled from the March 14 agenda to

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City Council adopts General Marijuana Ordinance, MJ Zoning

After a half hour of public hearings 
on Monday, the Belleville City Council 
unanimously adopted the General 
Marijuana Ordinance Amendment and the 
Marijuana Zoning Ordinance Amendment. 

City Manager/Police Chief Dave 
Robinson said, in short, the first ordinance 
regulates how people get licenses and the 
zoning ordinance covers where they can 
be. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley recounted how 
Belleville opted not to have marijuana in 
the community, but a group from out of state 
convinced city voters that the city would 
get lots of money by having marijuana 
dispensaries. In 2020 voters approved the 
group’s extensive ballot proposal and put it 
in the city charter, with 51% approval. 

“The only thing we had control about was 
the zoning,” she said. 

In 2022 there was another election and 
medical marijuana was included, but 
changes were made because of city efforts 
and while there were 26 licenses allowed in 
the original ordinance, way fewer licenses 
are allowed now. 

“We were able to pull it out of our charter,” 
said City Manager Robinson. “I’m glad to 
have them out. That’s why the ordinances 
are before us now.” 

Mayor Conley explained that all the 
licenses are in the same location on Savage 
Road and it is a monopoly. 

Robinson said there were four retail store 
licenses and now two of those are being 
transferred to medical marijuana licenses. 

Matthew McLean, who has been trying 
unsuccessfully to get a license for his 
business at 573 E. Huron River Dr., which 
is in B-3 zoning instead of the required 
Industrial zoning, spoke up again. He 


explained that when he was 17 he was 
“locked in a cage in this very building” 
when he was stopped by police while 
walking with weed in his pocket. That’s 
when it was illegal, he said. Now he wants 
to convert it into a business. 

He was told he is in the wrong zoning 
and the city isn’t interested in moving 
marijuana dispensaries into zonings other 
than Industrial, where they can keep it 
away from schools and churches. 

Mayor Pro Tem Ken Voigt said the city 
had to have a reasonable zoning or it would 
get sued. He said the same people came 
into the Village of Pinckney and the village 
fought it and lost at the Court of Appeals. 
It is estimated they had half million dollars 
in attorney fees, Voigt said. 

“I would not move to B-3 without a vote 
of the people,” Voigt said. 

McLean said he would look into getting 
a ballot initiative. 

A resident of Victoria Commons, who 
objected to the Blue Sky dispensary near 
his home, asked if it was true they were 
getting a smoking lounge and he was told it 
was true, but it would be a while. Robinson 
said they have a consumption license, but 
the lounge would have to go before the 
planning commission and council before 
being approved. 

Robinson said the lounge would not have 
an alcohol license, as rumored, since that is 
prohibited by state law. 

Voigt said the city worked to get this 
problem in hand with the help of a 
special attorney on marijuana issues, the 
city manager’s efforts, and the planning 
commission. 

“We are now mitigating the nightmare we 
were presented with in 2020,” Mayor Pro 
Tem Voigt said. 

In other business at Monday’s regular 


meeting, the council: 

e Listened to about 20 minutes of 
complaints and discussion on the very bad 
condition of the streets in Harbour Pointe 
subdivision. The council explained the 
procedures it is going through to fix the 
roads. Voigt said it is estimated to take 
from $6 million to $8 million to get the 
roads all done. The city has applied for 
grants unsuccessfully, he said. The streets 
are crumbling because of flyash that was 
mixed in the concrete during the 1990s. 
Victoria Commons residents said their 
streets are also in need of attention; 

e Approved renewing the current Town 
Web Design city website contract, as 
recommended by city project manager 
Steve Jones with the addition of services 
that include online payments and 
reservations and special event applications 
and is compatible with the BS&A software 
used by the city. Jones said the 313 service 
allows people to take pictures of downed 
trees over sidewalks or other problems 
which then can be sent on to the proper 
department to handle it. City Manager 
Robinson said the old website was not bad, 
but city employees didn’t know how to use 
it. The new agreement has 24/7 website 
support at no additional charge. The three- 
year contract is $6,900 for the first year and 
then $5,683 for the following years. Mayor 
Conley asked Jones to call the references 
in other communities to check on Town 
Web; 

e Approved an agreement with Wayne 
County for $2,672 in Parks Millage 
funding for Village Park improvements, 
that the city Downtown Development 
Authority had ordered. The DDA ordered 
two, six-foot Jordan Park Benches, and 
one 46-inch expanded metal square picnic 
table and a similar ADA picnic table, which 


totaled $2,739.85 before shipping. City 
Manager Robinson said the city would be 
responsible for the difference of $67.85, 
plus shipping which is estimated to be a 
total of $423.29; 

e Approved the special-event application 
for the Bayou Rodeo After Party from noon 
June 10 to 2 a.m. June 11 at the Bayou and 
Fourth Street Square where a tent will 
be erected. This is for those who attend 
and participate in the annual Midwest 
Invitational Rodeo June 9 and 10 at the 
Wayne County Fairgrounds, and anyone 
else in the community who wants to come. 
Food and drinks will be paid for inside the 
Bayou, but will be served in BORA DORA 
[Designated Outdoor Refreshment Area] 
cups and to-go containers for food. The 
council approved extending the BORA 
DORA time until 2 a.m. because the rodeo 
doesn’t end until 10 or 11 p.m. Buses will 
take participants back to their hotels; 

e Approved the special-event application 
for the May 4, 5, and 6 Veterans of Foreign 
Wars Buddy Poppy Sale, as a fund raiser 
for VFW 4434 and PLAV 167. They plan 
to be out at various intersections from 5 
a.m. to 7 p.m. for sales of poppies. The 
donations will be returned to worthy 
causes in the community and none of the 
funds may be used for Post expenses or 
aggrandizement; and 

e Approved accounts payable in the 
amount of $40,879.13 and the following 
departmental purchases in excess of $500: 
to Amazon, $2,728.98 for purchase of new 
computers for the fire department; and to 
MacQueen Emergency, $20,271.50 for five 
sets of turnout gear for the fire department. 

Councilwoman Kelly Bates was absent 
from the meeting. 


Library turns into warming center when homes lose electricity

The Belleville Area District Library 
didn’t lose power during the latest storm 
that knocked out electricity for many 
places in the community and so it became 
a warming center for many people who had 
lost power. 

Library Director Mary Jo Suchy told 
the library board at its regular meeting on 
March 14 that quite a few people in the 
community sought to be warmed at the 
library and staff threw open the doors of 
the Cozadd Room so people could plug in 
their devices. 

She said staff put on an impromptu story 
hour for the many children who were there. 
Board chairperson Sharon Peters said she 
had no heat at home, so she enjoyed sitting 


in the library by the fireplace and speaking 
with the neighbors she hadn’t seen during 
the winter months, who also were out of 
power. 

Board member John Juriga said the 
library parking lot was full and there 
was no where to park so he parked at the 
Methodist Church across the street. 

All the board members agreed that they 
were very pleased that the community 
could be served in this way. 

Director Suchy said the library managed 
to stay open during the Feb. 22 ice 
storm, but delayed opening until noon 
on Saturday, March 4 from the Friday 
afternoon snowstorm in order to let things 
melt and give the staff time to dig out. 

In other business at the 54-minute 
meeting, the board: 


e Voted unanimously to accept the 
supplemental retirement program from 
MERS (Municipal Employees Retirement 
System) and to cancel the service from 
Mission Square, as recommended by 
Director Suchy. The funds will be 
transferred from Mission Square to let 
MERS handle it at a lower fee. There is no 
charge for the transfer and the employees 
will get better service, Suchy said; 

e Discussed the cement that needs to 
be put in the sidewalk across Roys Street 
next to Grace Baptist Church. Chairperson 
Peters said it is no longer a library issue. 
Juriga said the Baptist minister said he 
had proof the pipes were destroyed by 
O’Neal and Blue Ribbon during library 
construction and he thinks the construction 
companies are liable. O’Neal said they 


have photographs of their excavations in 
that area that do not show any evidence of 
any exposed pipes. They also do not see 
a corresponding sewer manhole on Main 
Street. O’Neal will speak with the church 
to assist them with trouble-shooting. Juriga 
said he’d love to take it off the library 
books and the city can pay for it. Suchy 
said it’s just another one of the building 
“stuff” that the library will have to handle 
through the end of time; 

e Approved the six-page Patron 
Behavior Policy, as amended, following 
a presentation by Policy Committee 
chairman Dan Fleming. Fleming said 
they cleaned up the wording of the policy 
and Peters said that included the gender- 
specific wording. Suchy said she ran it

The Bayou Grill received special-event 
approval from the Belleville City Council 
for a June 10 party on the Fourth Street 
Square, right next to its restaurant. They plan 
to put up a tent and entertain the people who 
attended the Midwest Invitational Rodeo at 
the Wayne County Fairgrounds — and anyone 
else in town who wants to attend. This is the 
rodeo you see on TV with Wayne County 
Executive Warren Evans on his horse. 

They told the council that participants 
in the rodeo who also frequent the Bayou 
suggested having the After-Rodeo get 
together and the Bayou thought it was a 
great idea. 

The Fourth Street Square usually is used 
by Egan’s Pub on the other side of the square 
for special events and also will be used this 
summer as a second location for the Farmer’s 
Market. Council members congratulated 
the Bayou for at last taking advantage of 
the location right next to its restaurant. The 
Bayou said after this is over, they plan to 
look at other events to have there, maybe a 
two-day party. 

They said that they just got a call from an 
alcohol vendor who wants to bring in “pretty 
ladies” carrying around alcohol on trays to 
share with those at the party. The Bayou will 
be using DORA cups so people who buy 
their drinks at the Bayou can walk to Egan’s 
or Johnny’s or all the way down to the bars 
at Lakeview Center with them in hand. For 
the first time, DORA will last until 2 a.m. 
This will be watched carefully to see how 
it works.

told the Belleville City Council during 
Monday’s meeting that the concrete roads 
have so many holes in them that her son has 
suggested they just go down to gravel roads. 
At least then their homes could be accessed. 

City Manager/Police Chief Dave Robinson 
said the DPW reports that the “400-year- 
old” street sweeper gets damaged when it 
goes into that subdivision and hits the large 
cement pieces that used 
to be the streets. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley, 
who also lives in that 
subdivision, agrees 
with those who came 
into the city meeting to 
complain. She said the 
city has done studies of 
its streets and those in Harbour Pointe are 
absolutely the worst of all. 

The city has tried all kinds of ideas to get 
the work done, without success. It received 
no federal/state grants when it applied. 
A few years back, the residents of the 
subdivision said they did not want a special 
assessment so they could pay for their street 
repairs. 

A resident at the meeting said she lives on 
a comer lot and so she could not afford the 
$40,000 estimated for her to pay that much 
front footage. Mayor Conley said she lives 
on a corner lot, too, but away back in the 
subdivision and she was willing to write the 


check to get the roads fixed.

To the editor: 

Thank you to Captain Ron Folks of the 
Van Buren Fire Department, Fire Station 
#2. 

I was in the hospital for five days. I 
came home on Monday before the big ice 
storm on Wednesday. I am on an oxygen 
concentrator machine 24/7, due to severe 
emphysema and COPD. I started looking 
to my medical supply company for oxygen 
bottles -- so if we lost power I would have 
a backup of oxygen. 

They informed me that everybody had 
the same idea and that none was available. 
I started calling other suppliers — none 
available. I started calling the hospital. 
They said if you run out call 911 and come 
back to the hospital. I called several other 
agencies without receiving any help. 

Well, Wednesday came and we lost 
power. I tried calling DTE but could not 
get in touch with a live person. I DID NOT 
want to go back to the hospital! 

I called the Van Buren Fire Department 
to see if they may have some extra oxygen 
bottles. Captain Ron Folks answered the 
phone. I explained the predicament I was 
in. He was very concerned and understood 
that I needed help. He took my number and 
said he would call me back. A few minutes 
later he called back. He said he talked to 
DTE and explained my need for oxygen. 
After talking to DTE, they sent two men 
out with a generator. 

DTE had two guys on shifts to take care 
of the generator for the five days we were 
without power. We had enough power to 
run my oxygen machine and a small heater 
and lamp. 

I am very thankful to Captain Ron Folks 
and the fire department personnel. Had he 
not gotten DTE to act, I would have been 
back in the hospital. The people of Van 
Buren Township are very lucky to have 
such kind and dedicated employees. 

Thanks again, Captain Ron Folks. You 
are appreciated!

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Is Wheels for 
Independence forgotten? 


To the editor: 

Wheels For Independence is a service that 
had provided transportation to the seniors 
and disabled residents from the City of 
Belleville. The service began because the 
seniors had asked us to help them as they 
had no way to get to the grocery store or to 
doctor’s appointments. 

Our name “Wheels for Independence” 
came from the seniors. Seems fitting, as the 
service helps to keep them independent. 

The service began in 1995, first by using 
our own vehicles, then a limo service. 

In 1999, we entered into an agreement 
with the City of Belleville.

handling, for the Site Furnishing Proposal. 

Jones said he did research on the science 
of placing items along the streets and how 
to keep the walkability as items are added 
in the future. He reported that some things 
will be rearranged. 

“Tt will almost look like Disney World 
this summer,” said treasurer Sabrina 
Richardson-Williams. 

The items ordered include black steel 
receptacles, rain bonnet lids, steel benches, 
steel picnic tables, dog waste stations, 
and steel barricades for traffic control. 

In other business at the hour-and-a-half 
meeting, the DDA: 

e Heard Kelly Howey of Plante Moran 
give a report on the DDA part of the annual 
city audit by Allen Young & Associates.

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Assembly Hall of Jehovah’s Witnesses returns to full operation

Jehovah’s Witnesses 

The Belleville Assembly Hall of 
Witnesses at 43777 Ecorse Rd. in Van Buren 
Township has returned to full operation in 
2023. 

From 1,800 to 2,000 a day will be attending 
the first in-person religious conferences 
held there in nearly three years, driving an 
economic boost to the community. 

“Due to the opening of the hall and having 
assemblies every weekend, it will increase 
our sales dramatically,” said Burger King 
management at 41360 Ecorse Rd. 

By how much? “Without Jehovah’s 
Witnesses, we lost around $1,000 a day in 
sales on Saturday and Sunday every weekend 
for three years,” he said. 

With one to two events a weekend throughout 
2023, that’s an estimated economic impact of 
$60,000 plus for just one business. 

Having a full roster of programs planned 
for the remainder of the calendar year, the 
total economic impact of the assembly hall’s 
activities will be significant, as visiting 
attendees stay at local hotels, shop in stores, 
and dine at restaurants when they convene 
for their conferences. 

“We plan to hold events almost every 
weekend of 2023 at our two Michigan 
assembly hall sites,” said Justin Glaza, 
local spokesperson for Jehovah’s Witnesses. 
“In total, we anticipate upwards of 63,000 
visitors who will attend more than 50 events 
ranging in length between one and three 
days.” 

“Making a proactive nationwide decision 
to close our houses of worship to in-person 
events protected both our congregants and 
our communities,” said Robert Hendriks, 
U.S. spokesperson for Jehovah’s Witnesses. 

“However, our in-person assemblies and 
conventions are a highlight of our annual 
calendar and an important part of our worship. 
We are excited to be back,” Hendriks said. 

Local Jehovah’s Witnesses are also eager to 
return to assemblies in Belleville. 

“T feel excited to resume in-person 
assemblies and conventions again to be 
among friends and family to worship 
together,” said Belleville resident Gerald 
Lechel, who has not only attended events 
for years but also met his wife, Kim, during

the 3,000-seat facility building project 
completed in 1988. 

Thinking back to the build and how it 
positively affected his life after graduating 
high school, Gerald Lechel commented, “I 
was able to be exposed to and educated on a 
number of different trades from experienced 
tradesmen. And I had a good place to use my 
energy. The memories are more about the 
people than the building.” 

Kim Lechel agreed about the people and 
added, “It’s going to be really nice to hear 
that many voices singing, to see all the little 
children enjoying the new pictures and 
display. 

“To actually have the cars coming in and 
out, the Belleville area hasn’t had that for 
years because of COVID. So, it’s going to be 
a really nice impact on the area,” Kim Lechel 
said. She also highlighted some interior 
improvements others have yet to see, such as 
video walls installed in 2019.

was just at a meeting about them. They 
are July 12, 19, and 26, as well as concerts 
at Wayne County Community College 
in June. McNamara asked where the 
township concerts would be because of the 
construction at township hall and Coburn 
said they will be at Quirk Park. 

DDA chairman Craig Atchinson said he 
would like a match of funds and whatever 
the Belleville DDA does, the VBT DDA 
would do. 

The motion passed unanimously to 
authorize up to $3,000, but give whatever 
the Belleville DDA gives. 

When asked if this was legal since the 
DDA is supposed to spend money only in 
its district, McNamara responded, “This is 
advertising. We can advertise wherever we 
want.” 


In other business at the 44-minute 
meeting, the DDA: 

e Reelected the same current officers for 
the year by acclimation: chairman Craig 
Atchinson, vice-chairperson Carol Bird, 
and secretary Chris Brown; 

e Approved an agreement with OR. 
Colan Associates to assist the DDA in the 
acquisition of the remaining 14 rights of 
way needed along Belleville Road between 
Ecorse and Tyler roads for an amount 
not to exceed $114,227.50. McNamara 
said they won’t have to spend that much 
money to buy the property, but the process 
for obtaining the properties is complicated. 
Atchinson said he understands that during 
reconstruction of Belleville Road, it will 
only be open to southbound traffic. Coburn 
said that is correct and one lane south will 
be open with a cut through north for fire 
department emergency runs. Atchinson 
said the detour could be Robson Road to 
Morton Taylor to Ecorse;

e Heard Coburn report on the design 
and concept of the Belleville Road project 
outlined in a one-page project sheet from 
Wade Trim engineers. It is a three-lane, 
concrete road, with right-hand turn lanes 
at the fire station/school, the mobile home 
community and the Clover development, 
as well as sidewalks on both sides of the 
road, improvements to the traffic lights at 
the fire station to include a hawk signal 
for a pedestrian crosswalk, and upgrades 
to the underground utilities. The widening 
project of Belleville Road between Tyler 
and Ecorse has been funded by the county 
for an amount of $2.1 million for the 2025 
funding year and additional funding is 
being sought; 

e Approved awarding the Belleville 
Road Streetscape Maintenance to low- 
bidder Pioneer Landscaping in the amount 
of $8,410. It was noted that is the firm 
presently in use; 

e Approved the Harris Park Grounds 
Maintenance to low-bidder Grounds 
Control, LLC at a cost of $9,063. Matthew 
Barnett was present and explained that his 
firm, Grounds Control, had just formed 
and they are setting up another office in 
Traverse City. Barnett said he is a Belleville 
High School graduate and grew up in the 
Belleville area; 

e Approved awarding the Belleville/Ecorse 
Road Intersection Grounds Maintenance 
contract to low-bidder Randy Brown 
Landscape in the amount of $18,280, 
conditional upon receipt of references and 
insurance. McNamara asked if picking up 
litter is part of the service and Coburn said 
it was; 

e Heard McNamara comment on how 
bad the litter is throughout the township, 
especially along I-94 and across Tyler Road 
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from Meijer. He said it’s a problem across 
America. He said a temporary agency was 
hired and got some areas cleaned up. The 
Independent added that the 34" District 
Court is working on reinstating the work 
crews, that were discontinued during 
COVID, because the communities are in 
such need of cleanups; 

e In a related matter, heard McNamara 
say that State Rep. Reggie Miller, D-Van 
Buren Township, called him to find out 
his thoughts on allowing plastic bags to 
be banned in the state, which is something 
being considered by the legislature. Coburn 
said she drafted letters to businesses along 
the business corridor to urge them to 
clean up the litter. Atchinson said it is his 
understanding that the Belleville Yacht 
Club has two lake cleanups planned, one 
in April and the other before Lakefest in 
June; 

e Heard Coburn say the DDA is working 
with the fire department to approve food 
trucks in advance. McNamara said the 
Wayne County Fairgrounds, which is not 
in the DDA district, brings in food trucks 
without approval from the fire department, 
as required. “Half way through the fair we 
have to shut them down,” McNamara said, 
noting it is a great inconvenience. Coburn 
said they are working on a consortium with 
other fire departments so the food trucks 
are all approved in advance; and 

e Learned there will be a DDA board 
workshop set up sometime in May to 
get information on a project the police 
department wants funding for. The item 
was on the January agenda and then 
removed for more information. The request 
was for $85,000 over three years to fund 
“FUSUSCONNECT” for the Van Buren 
Township Public Safety Department.

e Approved the Axon Enterprise 
75-month services quote and agreement 
in the amount of $99,993.60 to be paid 
from the police forefeiture fund. This is 
for new body cameras and supporting 
equipment. Public Safety Director/Police 
Chief Eric Luke said the new cameras 
have better resolution and the agreement 
features license plate recognition units in 
all six patrol cars. He said when the patrol 
cars drive through the trailer parks they 
can read every license they pass. He said 
in court “they won’t even touch” cases 
without videos. He said the new equipment 
is expected to arrive in a year; 

e Approved reinvesting the water/sewer 
Certificate of Deposit maturing on April 6. 
The $400,000 invested on April 6, 2009 at 
.26% interest, now is worth $455,097.64. 
It will automatically renew for 12 months 
at .26% interest if not reinvested. Finance 
Director Holtz said he got CD rates from 
three local banks and the best CD rate is 
from Flagstar for 270-364 days for 4.65%.

He said the final ordinance change is not 
ready, but he’d have it to board members 
the next day and wanted them to approve 
it now. During the rest of the meeting he 
rewrote what he wanted changed and then 
read it aloud and the board approved it.

At its March 22 regular meeting, the Van 
Buren Township Planning Commission 
discussed for more than an hour the 
temporary land use request of Chips All 
Gone before tabling action to an upcoming 
meeting. 

Township Treasurer Sharry Budd, who 
sits on the commission as board liaison, 
was the only one voting not to table. She 
said she was against the proposed tent in 
Belleville Square and tabling the item was 
a waste of the applicant’s time. 

Treasurer Budd said the Downtown 
Development Authority worked to get a 
Belleville Road Overlay District to keep 
that area looking good. She said she didn’t 
think the DDA would look kindly on 
having a tent set up at the entrance to the 
shopping center. 


“The DDA ought to be notified,” Budd 
said. “They are awful funny about things 
like this.” 

The applicant, Peter Burgard, was asked 
to determine the minimum amount of time 
he could be at the site and make it worth 
his wile.

used in a case like this. Chuck Friese, who 
was present for a request for TNT fireworks 
to have a tent in the Walmart parking lot, 
got up to ask about the discussion on the 
temporary vs. special land use. He said 
he is on the planning commission and the 
zoning board of appeals in his community 
and wanted to understand. 

Vidya Krishnan, the township’s planning 
consultant from McKenna Associates, said 
the request is too long for temporary land 
use and the request should be special land 
use. She said this will be precedent-setting 
and, “If later on you have regrets, there is 
no taking that back.” 

Burgard would like to run his business 
from 8 a.m. to 9 p.m. from March until the 
end of November. He said he would have a 
tent to operate out of and would use a resin 
adhesive to repair chips on windshields. 
He said it takes five to 15 minutes and this 
guarantees the window would not break. 

Mark Canvasser, owner of the shopping 
center, joined in by Zoom to say he doesn’t 
let other tents or food trucks use the 
property. He said there are a few vacancies 
in the shopping center and he wants to 
generate more traffic there and this is a 
good business. 

Commissioner Bernie Grant asked why 
they don’t have tents and Canvasser said 
fireworks are dangerous and they don’t 
allow food trucks because they use power 
and generate trash. He said chips are less 
than a quarter in size. 

When Budd criticized having a tent, 
Burgard said the tent is optional and he 
could put the few supplies in his pocket 


and do the work. 

Budd said he would be walking around 
with pockets full of resin, a chair to sit, 
trash can. 

Commissioner Medina Atchinson asked 
how he would advertise and asked if there 
is a known need for this in the towship. 

He replied he would advertise on 
Facebook and flyers, but he wouldn’t put 
the flyers on cars. 

He said he’s been doing this all over the 
country for 14 years, but he was down a 
couple of years. He said they do it this way 
in Ann Arbor and Adrian. He said he could 
carry supplies on his belt. 

Commissioner Atchinson said she has 
seen the tent at Arborland in Ann Arbor, 
but this is the first time here. “Is there a 
need here?” she asked. 

Krishnan said fireworks are just for the 
Fourth of July and six months is a long 
time to have something up. She asked 
what if they want three months for the next 
thing? She said most municipalities limit 
temporary use to 10 days or two weeks. 

“T ve found temporary land use holds its 
own water ... for the approval process,” 
Director Power said. 

When asked what procedure he uses, he 
said he wipes the glass with a clean rag, 
applies the resin and then at the end he 
cleans it with Windex. It keeps people from 
throwing away windshields which can’t be 
recycled. 

He said he leaves the tent up and has no 
security guards. He said they’ve never had 
a problem. All he leaves inside is a table 
and the cart.
